IS SOCIALISM DESIRED? 
” i 4 * N 
(By DR. FRIT£ KLEIN.) 


Dr. Klein was the editor of 
« Deutsche Aligemeine Zeitung,” the 
mfluential paper associated with Dr. 
Stresemann': policy. The announcement 
that this paper had ceased publication 
caused a stir in Germany. Dr. Klein 
played a prominent part both in the 
electoral Sg I da and in the ministerial 
criets Which followed it. 


| DO not profess to welcome the result of 

the recent general elections in Ger- 
many. As is generally known, they 
produce a marked movement of public 
movement towards the Left, indicated by 
an increase in the seats held by the Social 
Democrats from 131 to 152, and the de- 
cline of the Nationalist seats-by about 20 
or 50. The parliamentafy situation thus 
created was far from being simple, as was 
proved by the discussions and negotiations 
which were foundnecessary before a 
Government could be formed, though a 
more skilful negotiator than Herr 
Mueller might have achieved something 
more quickly. 

What is called the Weimar Coalition, 
made up of the Centre, the Social 
Democrats, and the Democrats stands 
in need of the support of the German 
Popular Party to obtain a majority 
in the Reich, and this gives a 
very considerable power to the Popular 
Party. The blame for the defeat of the 
middle class parties must be laid princi- 
pally at the door of middle. class in- 
difference. Nearly ten million electors 
did not think it necessary to go to the 
ballot, and hundreds of thousands of votes 
were given to smal] factions with very 
little political power. Generally speaking, 
it was only among the middle classes that 
one noticed a strong feeling against the 
existence of political parties, and it is one 
of the ironies of the ‘situation that this 
dislike of parties has had the result of 
strengthening precisely those forces which 
make for party divisions, for parlia- 
mentarism and for democracy. 


AGAINST NATIONALISM? 


What has to be borne in mind in study- 
in“ German elections is that the voters are 
not governed so much by considerations 
of high politics as they are by their own 
material interests or those of their social 
class. 

The policy of Dr. Stresemann, our 
Foreign - Minister, played a _ very 
diminished réle in the electoral fight, and 
even the great questions of the reform 
of the Reich and of the Constitution have 
held a secondary place. The electors 
voted above all on economic grounds. It 
would, nevertheless, be a very great error 
to deduce from the Social Democratic and 
Communist gains that Germany is heading 
for Socialism and Communism. Many 
electors, and particularly the women, who 
had the decisive voice, regard political 
problems simply from the point of view 
of the alternatives, Nationalism or 
Socialism. Disliking the Nationalists, 
they have given the Social Democrats a 
majority, not because they believe in the 
class war, but because they want to give 
the Socialists a chance to see what they 
can do in power, The clear moral of the 
elections is the distrust of the power of 
the great capitalists.

Germans,’ the National Socialists, who 
follow Hitler, and have a very Radical pro- 
gramme, and principles which are tinged 
with Communism, have scored over the 
more middle class section which follows 
Herr von Graefe. Many of the peasants 
and agricultural workers have passed from 
the Nationalist camp to that of the 
Socialists, because they have been led to 
understand that the Nationalists stand for 
the interests of the big land-owners. So 
far as the moderate parties are concerned, 
a fraction of the middle class, which has 
hitherto been faithful to the Popular 
Party and to the Democrats, has turned 
its back on these parties from mistrust of 
big industry and capitalist combinations. 
Another section of the middle class has 
attached itself to the small economic 
parties, while yet a third class of em- 
ployés and minor civil servants has gone 
frankly over to the Social Democracy. It 
is interesting to note, however, that even 
the Centre Party has losses ; at least half 
a million of workmen have abandoned the 
Centre and the Christian Trade Unions to 
go over to the Radicals. 

The elections were in general an index 
of the poverty of the German people. In 
some quarters the hope is entertained that 
a Government leaning towards the Left 
will be in a position to obtain more rapid 
results in the field of foreign policy, 
reparations, Rhineland evacuation, etc., 
than a Nationalist’ Government. I very 
much regret that I cannot share this hope. 
I feel that a Socialist Government will 
cause great losses within the country by 
its economic dillettantism, without realis- 
ing its flowery dreams in foreign affairs. 
However, the sovereign people has willed 
it thus, and we must make the best of it.

lay, “ The Enemy,” produced at the Strand 

eatre Jast, night. 

Produced in New York three years ago, 
the play concerns events before, during and 
after the war. It is probably the most 
stirring ‘anti-war 4 propaganda ever staged. 
It sets out the’ senselessness, horror and 
futility of. war, and shows its aftermath of 
want and ‘sorrow. It is an absolutely fair 
play, for.the author endeavours to show 
that the greatest, enemies are hate and 
the war sprofiteer. er 

We see how a gentle, happy family in 
Vienna and their friends are affected by 
the war. Love and peace are replaced by 
horror, privation and tragedy. It is really 
the woman’s side of war that is shown, and 
although the action takes place in Vienna the 
same conditions and events happened in every 
town of every country at war. 

As a play it will appeal to the emotions. 
Mr. Channing Pollock is a sufficiently clever 
playwright to see that the situations are 
dramatic and effective, but one cannot deny 
that there is a crudeness in some of the 
sentiment, which was heightened by the 
acting of certain characters. 

Miss Rosalinde Fuller plays the daughter 
with considerable power, and her scene when 
she hears of the death of her child, and 
thanks God that he is not alive to take part 
in the next war, is intensely moving. In 
other scenes, however, she is inclined to be 
strident. 

Mr. Horace Hodges gave a perfect study 
of the gentle old professor who loses his 
university job because of his anti-war 
principles; and Mr. Sam Livesey was com- 


_pletely realistic as a horrible war profiteer. 


Others in the cast are Mr. Jack Livesey, Mr. 
Anthony Bushell, Mr, Percival Parkin, Mr.

The Vogue of Joyce. 


In literary Paris, I learn from a friend, 
it is now the fashion to patronise a hair- 
dressing establishment which its enter- 
prising proprietor has named “ Ulysses,” 
as a tribute to Mr. James Joyce. I 
sincerely hope the barber will derive more 
intellectual sustenance than I succeeded in 
extracting from an instalment of Mr. 
Joyce’s latest masterpiece, which con- 
stitutes the piéce de résistance of the new 
number of that select review, “ Transition,” 

Mr. Joyce has come to the conclusion, I 
understand, that no known language is 
adequate to express his ideas, so he has 
set himself to fashion a new artistic 
instrument by making a synthesis of a 
baker's dozen of existing tongues. 
Experts may pronounce on the success of 
the grafting experiment from the scientific 
point of view; most people, I think, will 
be content with a single blossom plucked 
at random from the hybrid growth— 
“‘Hogmany di’yegut. Hogmany di’yers- 
mellygut. And Hogmany di’yesmelly- 
patterygut.”’ 

This may represent, as English, French 
or German could not, the deepest emotions 
of Mr. Joyce's soul; but I doubt if the 
medium will make a strong appeal to 
other artists. Still. the invention has 
proved quite a profitable speculation. A 
United States publisher has paid a large 
sum for the American rights of this 
Joycean experiment, and Mr. Padraic 
Colum has been commissioned to provide 
an introduction. Possibly, he will 
succeed in explaining to  benighted 
English and Irish readers what it is all 
about

A correspondent writes:—The remark 
by the Rev. R. M. Boyde, M.C., in his 
article on Wesley in Ireland, that in 
Wesley’s day Portarlington was French 
in population, calls to mind some chapters 
in the story of this famous little town. It 
was named formerly Coolatoodery (The 
Tanner’s Corner), and was part of the 
patrimony of the O’Dempseys, the chief 
of whom, Sir Terence O’Dempsey, was 
created Viscount Clanmalier by Charles I. 
in 1641. In the Cromwellian wars this 
nobleman lost hig estates, nor did he re- 
cover them at the Restoration ; for Charles 
II. granted the lands to his favourite, Sir 
Henry Bennet, whom he created Baron 
Arlington, from a place in Essex. 

This Lord Arlington was one of the 
famous Cabal, who acted as the King’s 
counsellors after the fall of Clarendon. 
From him Portarlington was so named in 
1666. Subsequently the estates were pur- 
chased by Sir Patrick Trent, who lost 
them after the Boyne. By William I. the 
town and lands were bestowed on a French 
officer, created Earl of Galway in 1696. 
This officer colonised the estates with his 
Swn countrymen, so that for years French 
was the predominant language in the 
borough. 


Herring Caught on Trout Fly. 


I was amused to hear, writes a corte- 
spondent of the unique experience of a 
fisherman in Sligo. He was fishing for 
trout in the Garvogue river, off the part 
known locally as the “ledges,’’ near the 
bridge. The evening’s fishing had been 
pretty successful, as he had already caught 
seven white trout of a good size. Then, 
as another fisherman told me, he noticed 
“a great rise was coming on in the dusk,” 

When he took up the fly he found a 
herring attached to it instead of the large 
trout he expected. He immediately 
showed it to several people and some 
fishermen that were standing a little way 
off, and it was the first time any of them 
had heard of such a thing. If he had let 
the herring go, and they had not seen it 
with their own eyes, one of the fishermen 
told me, they would have disregarded it 
as a fishy story or one that should be only 
connected with an evening out and the 
wine of the country ! 


LORD BALFOUR 80 


TO-DAY. 


HIS OVERMASTERING CHARM. 
Lord Balfour celebrates his 80th birthday 
to-day. An intimate friend, in the course of 
an appreciation, writes in The Times — 

“ Arthur Balfour has lived for eighty years, 
and, for nearly three-fourths of that time, has 
been prominent in public life; yet it is doubt- 
ful if even now many outside an admittedly 
wide circle know much about his 
character or his aims. He has never been 
“Arthar’’ or even “Á.J.B.” to the multitude ; 
he has always seemed something of a mystery 
—an unknown power in the background—and 
it has only been very gradually that his 
unique influence on his generation has been 
realised by the general public. 

“It is not often that a man of eighty 
retains, as he has, not only the vigour of his 
mind, but the charm of his whole personality. 
To this day no woman (or man, either) but 
would feel a kind of elation on finding herself 
placed next to Arthur Balfour at. dinner—an 
elation sometimes mixed with the insistent 
‘fear of. not being able to amuse or interest 
him. Almost, invariably after a few minutes

Nine years in the wilderness oí Opposi- 
tion followed the fall of his Government 
before he entered the first War Coalition 
as First Lord of the Admiralty in 1915, 
since when he has been Lord Privy Seal, 
Foreign Secretary, and twice Lord Presi- 
dent of the Council, besides undertaking a 
special mission to the United States. His 
academic offices have ben even more 
numerous, including the Presidency of the 
British Association, Presidency of the 
British Academy, the Chancellorship of 
Cambridge University and the Gifford 
Lectureship. 


Irish Horses. 


There is every sign that there will be 
keen competition this year between rival 
Continental Armies for Irish \ horses. 
Several Remount Committees, including 
one from Holland, are expected shortly 
in Dublin, to buy horses for their respec- 
tive armies. Though armies have been 
mechanised, the cavalry horse is evidently 
holding its own, and it is encouraging to 
know that Irish horseflesh is as popular 
as ever. As the Department of Agricul- 
ture announced recently that the demand 
is greater than the supply, some hectic 
bidding can be expected 

This, however, can be taken as a 
happier omen than the famous deal in 
horses which took place in Cork in the 
spring of 1870; to the bewilderment of the 
dealers, there was fierce competition at the 
fair for every animal put up, and record 
prices were paid, even the weediest beast 
fetching substantial sums. The mystery 
was solved when it was found that the 
bidders were agents for the French and 
Prussian Governments, and so the first 
hint of the imminence of the Franco- 
Prussian War was given to an unsuspect- 
ing world. Incidentally, on this historical 
fact, Conan Doyle based one of his early 
magazine stories. 


Another Land Problem. 


I hear that the division of lands in 
Leinster for the accommodation of 
migrants from the congested districts is 
not going unchallenged, A public meet- 
ing—tlie principal speaker was a 
Fianna Fadil deputy—was held at New- 
town, County Kildare, last Sunday, and 
a resolution was adopted protesting 
against the methods used by the Land 
Commission in dividing the Cloncurry 
Estate. Speakers said that there were 
landless men in the county who had 
superior claims to those of migrants from 
the West, for whom land ought to be 
found in their own districts. 


Dublin Transport Facilities. 


I suppose many people living in Dublin 
must have had the same irritating experi- 
ence which I had recently, on returning 
to the city at night.’ One gets back to 
Sackville street from Malahide, or some 
other seaside place, about half-past eleven 
o'clock, only to find that there is no tram 
or ’bus to bring one to a distant home in 
Dolphin’s Barn or Terenure. It never 
seems to occur to tramway or motor ‘bus 
authorities that only a very small number 
of people live in the immediate neighbour- 
hood of Nelson Pillar. 

On Saturday nights, at least, it is 
hard to aee why there are not full services 
running up to twelve o'clock. It is a 
pathetic sight, soon after half-past eleven, 
in this warm weather, to see the streets 
filled with people, plodding their weary 
way homeward. On Sunday morning, 
also, there is need for a Jittle more enter- 
prise. Excursion trains and ’buses leave 
the centre of the city before 10 a.m., but 
there is no means of getting to them, for 
an ordinary person who cannot afford the 
taxi habit, except by walking. 


An Irish Deliverer. 


I am ieminded that Oscar Slater owes 
his belated deliverance from a Scottish 
jail, and from the terrible odium which 
he suffered at the hands of a Scottish 

iia W judge and jury, to

chivalrous tenacity 
of one of the most 
distinguished  Trish- 
men of our day and 
generation. When 
Sir Arthur Conan 
Doyle diverted his

Newgrange. 


When motoring to Newgrange recently 
I noticed the difficulty at the entrance to 
the tumulus field of turning a car. The 
already constricted passage between the 
gate and the wall outside is further 
narrowed by the deposit of a heap of 
stones. 

Digging is in progress at Newgrange, 
about the base of the tumulus, and its 
lowest exterior stones are being laid bare. 
New inscriptions and ancient writings 
have been recently discovered. Of late 
years the great stones at the mouth of the 
tumulus had come closer forward, and as 
they gradually approached one another the 
entrance passage into the large internal 
barial chamber was becoming so blocked 
that it was only with great difficulty that 
one could enter. These have now been 
straightened into their original position, 
which leaves a narrow passage of entrance. 

The tumulus at Newgrange is more 
decorative than most tumuli, as the 
mound is entirely covered with ash and 
beech trees. These, however. have their 
roots in the ancient stone ceiling. and, as 
they threaten its security, it has been now 
decided that they are to be cut down. 


Dublin Housing. 


I am glad te see that the City Com- 
missioners intend to apply a considerable 
proportion of the new Dublin Civic Loan 
to: housing purposes; and, particularly, 
that they mean to do something to help 
the clerk and the warehouseman to build 
or buy homes for themselves. When I 
read the Commissioners’ announcement 
I formed the impression that the 
Dublin middle-class were going to be 
placed in the same position as their 
“ opposite numbers’’ in London, Bir- 
mingham and Glasgow—and, incidentally, 
in Belfast and Londonderry—to acquire 
decent suburban homes of their own. 

But, I am told, this is not the case. I 
find, on inquiry, that under the existing 
law the Commissioners can only deal 
with houses which cost less than £800; 
and that—under the Small Dwellings 
Acquisition Acts as they stand at present 
in the Free State—they can only advance 
three-quarters of the cost of the purchase 
price to would-be builders or buyers. In 
Great Britain and Northern Ireland the 
applicant who wants to establish his own 
home can invest up to £1,200, and obtain 
nine-tenths of the amount on Joan from 
the loca] authority. 


Judge Meredith’s Recommendation. 


While I would be the last to grudge an 
adequate holiday to the over-worked

The Government may have 
some defence for its failure to bring the 
matter promptly before the Dáil; but I 
can imagine no adequate apology from 
deputies for their failure to table even a 
single question upon a matter which is of 
such vital importance to the citizens. 


Suburban Buildings. 


A friend surprised me yesterday by saying 
that at least £100,000—and probably a 
much larger amount—has been spent 
within the last year or two on new 
churches, schools and branches of Dublin 
banks in the Marino and _ Killester 
garden-suburb areas. So great has been 
the increase in the population of Father 
Flanagan 's parish at Fairview that a new 
church, to seat over 2,000 people, with 
new and splendidly-equipped schools for 
about 1,000 pupils; will very soon be 
opened on an idéal site which looks down 
on the Marino suburb. At Killester a 
new chapel of ease, under the charge of 
Father McCarroll, already has been opened 
to meet the demands of the new popula- 
tion ; and it will be followed, within a few 
weeks, by new schools, which are almost 
completed, at a cost of over £10,000, on 
an ideal site adjoining the famous tree- 
walk, which is a distinguishing feature of 
the Killester colony. 

Concurrently with the provision of these 
religious and educational necessities of the 
new suburban civilisation, the Bank of 
Ireland and the Royal Bank have catered 
for the more material needs of their 
populations by opening branches in the 
Marino district; and now the National 
sank is busy erecting an imposing build- 
ing in the same area. 


Bathing at Red Rock. 


IT wonder how many citizens of Dublin 
could find their way to one of our ideal 
places—to the “Red Rock’’—which lies 
buried in the red and rocky recesses of the 
southern side of Howth Head? For many 
vears almost a secret resort of the resi- 
dents of Sutton and Baily, its fame has 
travelled, and its privacy is now being 
invaded by many adventurous spirits from 
further afield.

HOW THEY BECAME 
BRITISH. 


(By J. W. L.) 


HE Orkneys and Shetlands are two 
distinct groups, about fifty miles 
apart, and forming each an administrativé 
county. Fair Island lies mid-way 
between the groups and the Pentland 
Firth separates the -Orkneys from 
Caithness in Scotland. They have a 
personal interest for the writer, as he 
passed between them in the early days of 
September, 1914—days of anxiety and 
alarm. 

They have a romantic history. 
Originally inhabited by Picts, they were 
Christianised by Irish missionaries from 
Iona, about the same time, doubtless, as 
the Feroes, which belong to Denmark, 150 
miles to the North-West. All three groups 
seem to have been colonised by the Norse 
very early in the eighth century—one 
hundred years before the Vikings began to 
invade these larger islands of Great 
Britain and Ireland. ‘The Orkney group 
is the smaller of the two, consisting of 
sixty-seven islands. 


THE ORCADES. 


They were known anciently as the 
Orcades; and we find that in 1231 they 
passed from the rule of the Norse jarls to 
that of the Ear! of Angus. Their capital 
is Kirkwall; and Scapa Flow, which 
played so prominent a part in the Great 
War, is a large basin lying between the 
islands Pomona, Hoy and South Ronald- 
shay. There is some foundation for con- 
necting the name Orkney with Seal 
Island—at least, the ‘Dano-Norwegian 
name is so interpreted. 

The Shetlands (Hjalt—the name of a 
chief), lying to the North East, are dhe 
hundred in number, still more rocky and 
precipitous, of greater area, but a smaller 
population. 

Both groups belonged to the Danish 
Crown from 1397, when they were trans- 
ferred along with Norway at the Union of 
Kalmar to the sovereignty of Margaret, 
known as “ the Semiramis of the North.” 
Margaret died in 1412, and after the reicn 
of two Kings—Erik and Christopher— 
Christian of Oldenburg was accepted as 
Sovereign, and it is this line of kings 
which has had rule in Denmark ever since. 


A ROYAL ROMANCE. 


Christian was a spendthrift; he was 
called ‘‘ the Stringless Purse’’ ; for he was 
careless of money, and misused it. His 
daughter, Margaret, aged fifteen, was 
married to James III. of Scotland, the 
King undertaking to give her a dowry of 
60,000 Rhenish florins. This he raised by 
taxation, but he paid only 2,000 florins to 
King James. The two groups of islands 
were given in pledge for the remainder. 
So, ever since, they have gone, first, with 
the Scottish, and, since the reign of our 
James I., to the United Kingdom of Eng- 
land and Scotland. 

It is a question which ‘has often arisen 
since if the mortgage really has been fore- 
closed, and, if so, when? It is said by 
Scottish historians that the right of re- 
demption was renounced on the birth of 
James IV. of Scotland. It is pretty 
certain that efforts were made to regain 
the islands by offering payments of the 
sum due. Embassies, with this purpose 
in view, were repeatedly sent between 1549 
and 1660. 

When James I. of England was married 
to Anne of Denmark the matter again 
came up, and was deferred during the 
minority of Christian IV., her brother. 
Payment was offered in 1640, but the 
troubled times hindered a settlement. The 
question was referred to at the Treaty of 
Breda (1667), and leit open. Frederick V. 
(1723-1766) demanded their restitution. 
There the matter seems to rest. Great 
Britain ever since has claimed the right 
of possession.

TOURISTS IN IRELAND. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRIS TIMES. 

Sin,—I was glad to read that the Cork 
Tourist Association propose to take steps 
against certain people for over-charging 
tourists. Nothing can do more harm to the 
development of the tourist traffic than this 
system of “fleecing” the visitors, which 
seems to be almost ingrained in some 
members of the community who cater for 
their transport, feeding or accommodation. 
It seems to be taken almost as an axiom 
that a ‘‘tourist’’ is someone with money 
to burn, who never counts the cost. If he 
has a car, he must be someone of great 
wealth; if he comes from America, he 1s, 
of course, a millionaire. There are, of 
course, Americans and other millionaires who 
like to spend money, apparently. You find 
them at hotels on the Riviera and other 
places, where £2 a night is the charge for 
a single room; but they look for all the 
luxuries of a luxurious age to be supplied 
for these prices. ‘They are not FE“ who 
are content to pay large sums for a drive 
on an outside car or a ‘bus, eat ‘a cut of 
boiled leg of mutton, and feast on the 
beauties of nature under a threateniffg sky. 

The bulk of the ‘‘tourists”’ are ot a very 
different. sort. I was talking to an American 
who was exploring the Fé of Ver- 
saillee, and he told me it was the greatest 
mistake possible to think that only wealthy 
Americans came to Europe. For many 
thousands of Americans a visit to Europe 
was a life-long ambition. They saved up 
from year to year until they had enough to 
accomplish it, and then laid out their tour, 
with a view to getting as much value as 
possible for the money at their disposal. 

[ met a couple of Americans at Arles, in 
Provence. who ‘had a guide-book, published 
in America, called '“ France on Five Dollars 
a Day.” By following its instructions as to 
routes, hotels dtd so on, it was possible to 
travel through France at the rate of £1 a 
day. My friends had landed at Cherbourg, 
I think, and were making their way to Nice. 
the hotels were good hotels (I was staying 
at one myself), and they had, so far, very 
little exceeded the amount laid down. Trips 
to outlying places were, of course, extras, 
but these were all detailed and approximate 
prices given. 

[In almost every town in France these trips 
are arranged and catered for by the 
Syndicat d’Initiative, a local organisation 
got up by the business people of the place 
for giving information on hotels, lodgings, 
restaurants, etc., and catering for tourists 
and visitors In every possible way. These 
are the sources of information which the 
average tourist relies on and by which he 
regulates his expenditure. The guide-books 
give him the hotels and their prices; the 
restaurants put their names and prices at 
the doors; the Syndicat d'‘Initiative gives 
the prices of drives and _ tours in the 
vicinity. I have met many tourists in 
many places, and all their taik is of hotels 
where they have been comfortable at pension 
terms of 50 or 60 francs a day, restaurants 
where you get an excellent meal at 12 or 
15 franes and so on. At such-and-such a 
hotel they were robbed: at such-and-such a 
restaurant the food is bad and prices extor- 
tionate—and the note-books come out. and 
the names are marked for future reference. 

When we have a Nice or Paris we mav 
erect a Negresco, a Ruhl or a Ritz. and cater 
accordingly. for the millionaire. But that 
day (and afterwards) we must remember 
that we are trying to attract thousands 
whose purses are limited, whose money has 
probably been hardly earned and put by for 
a holiday, and that they will only go to 
places where their money will go 
furthest and they will get the best value 
for it.— Yours, elc.,

SCOTLAND AND IRELAND.

Attention has been called very 
prominently of late to the outcry in Scotland 
against Irish immigration. Perhaps, the

labour performed on the other side of. the

Shortly after 
his invention, and before his tyre was put on 
the market, Mr. Dunlop commenced to “ take 
his own medicine.’’ He was an active and, | 
may add, enthusiastic cyclist before he left 
Belfast to take up his residence in Dublin, 
about the year 1890. From that time onwards 
until within a few years of his death he con- 
tinued to ride a bicycle. In 1916, when a very 
old man, he attended the opening meet of the 
Irish Cyclist Oid Timers’ Fellowship, riding a 
bicycle made by Messrs. Sinclair and Edlin, of 
Belfast, with the original tyres made by 
himself in 1889. ; 

It is a pity to spoil that story about Mr. 
Dunlop having cis, hr a sceptical racing 
cyclist to race against his nine-year-old boy on 
a home-made tricycle equipped with pneu- 
matics ; but, again in the interests of historical 
accuracy, will you allow me to say that the 
story has no foundation? The pneumatic tyre 
enabled second-rate men to beat cracks; but. 
great as were its advantages. as compared 
with the thin, solid tyres of the period, it 
could not enable an immature youth on a three- 
wheeler to beat a trained man on a bicycle.

VIEWS AT BOARD OF HEALTH. 


At the meeting of the Co. Wicklow Board 
of Health a letter was read from the Free 
State Department of Local Government 
stating that the number of vaccination de- 
faulters in some districts appeared high, and 
that instructions should be given for the 
prosecution of persistent defaulters. 

A letter also was read from Dr. Finegan, 
medical officer, Newtown, in which he said 
that the people did not appear to object to 
have their children vaccinated. 

Mr. Joseph Metcalfe—Very good; they can 
go ahead. There is nothing about spending 
2s. a head on each case and cutting down the 
poor, who are starving. Three weeks ago 
there was a little child vaccinated in Little 
Bray and to-day it lies in Little Bray Grave- 
yard. The doctors get 2s. a head on each 
case and the Home help is being cut down 
and the poor starved. : 

Mr. Everett, T.D.—In cases where prosecu- 
tion takes place the dispensary doctors are 
awarded expenses—a guinea in each case. I 
know one dispensary doctor who did not take 
the expenses nor did the man pay. We met 
it as an issue and our men got the votes of 
the people at the head of the poll, showing 
that the people are opposed to it; and I say 
here, take your courage in hands and 5 
it. Let them send a Commissioner down here 
if they like, and he will have more trouble 
than we have had for a number of years. 

Mr. Joseph Metcalfe—I have seen a bill 
here to-day for £16 4s. vaccination fees. I 
think that it is a scandal; money can be 
passed for everything else; but to keep the 
body and soul of the human being together 
it is cut down. 

Mr. Heatley—I certainly was in favour of 
vaccination at first, but my opinions have 
changed. There is no doubt about it. I 
know children who were vaccinated and they 
were in a bad state for a very long time 
after. 

Mr. Condren (Arklow)—We got a list of 
defaulters in Arklow and there were a number 
of Civic Guards and Court Clerks on it who 
had not yet had their children vaccinated. 
The Secretary was directed to reply stating 
that from the medical evidence supplied there 
were no persistent defaulters, and people were 
having vaccination carried out. here was, 
therefore, no need for prosecutions.

Britain’s Problem. 


Yesterday's debate in the House of 


Commons threw little light on the solution 


of a problem that is becoming more acute 
every day. Mr. Stanley Baldwin's 
Government was assailed fiercely by the 
Leader of the Opposition, who charged 
the Prime Minister and his colleagues 
with complete failure to cope with the 
realities of the industrial situation; but 
throughout Mr. Macdonald’s speech the 
reader will search in vain for a construc- 
The 
abnormally large population in proportion 
to its size, because for many years after 
the revolution Great Britain 
led the world in the manufacture of goods 
and had no rival in what were known as 
the “ heavy industries.’’ Towards the end 
of the last century, however, Britain’s pre- 


tive suggestion. country has an 


industrial 


eminence was challenged from two direc- 
tions. Germany in Europe, and the 
United States of America on the other side 
of the Atlantic, began to attack British 
industry on its own ground, and gradu- 
ally, but steadily, Britain’s markets began 
to slip from her grasp. The outbreak of 
the Great War checked this process. 
British industry had a chance to re- 
habilitate itself during the struggle, and 
alter the Armistice there was a 
tremendous ‘‘boom.’’ Everybody had 
plenty of work and plenty of money, and 
for a time it seemed as if abundance had 
come to stay. Germany and the United 
States, however, were reorganising their 
industries steadily during this period of 
apparent prosperity in England. Soon 
their products appeared on the market at

cut.” prices. British trade fell away 
and the roll of the unemployed began to 
The process was 


hastened by labour disputes, and a stage 


show ominous increases. 


was reached a few years ago at. which 
about one million breadwinners in Great 
Britain seemed to be permanently out of 
work. 

Mr. Baldwin announced yesterday that, 
in order to relieve the situation in some 
degree, the Government had decided to 
anticipate the application of Mr. Winston 
Churchill’s rating relief scheme in respect 
of railway freights, and that the scheme 
would come into operation on December 
ist of the present year. This plan will 
cost about £5,000,000 per annum. It will 
reduce substantially the cost of transport 
for coal, iron, steel and the like, and the 
Government hopes that the reduction will 
stimulate trade to such an extent that 
British industry will be able once again 
to absorb large numbers of workers. Mr. 
Baldwin admits frankly that ultimately 
emigration offers the only lasting solution 
of Britain’s unemployment problem. He 
realises, however, that emigration schemes 
can be brought to success only with 
the and co-operation of the 
Governments of the overseas Dominions, 
and, furthermore, that in large numbers 


consent 


of cases the men themselves are in no way 
anxious to leave their homes. 
that the Premier's appeal to employers 
will find a ready response. There is no 
doubt that manufacturers in various parts 
of Great Britain can, if they will, do 
much to relieve the situation. Germany 
has virtually no unemployment, because 
she has organised her industries in such 
& way as to secure maximum efficiency 
at minimum cost. British industry, save 
in very few cases, has no proper organisa- 
tion; there is overlapping and wastage 
everywhere. Until this condition of 
changed the unemployment 
problem will remain acute, and we are 
glad that the Prime Minister has placed 
the issue squarely before the manu- 
facturers.

The Polish Theatre. 


The Warsaw Correspondent of The Times 
gives an account of the present state uf 
the drama in the Polish capital which 
suggests interesting comparisons—or con- 
trasts—with the drama in Dublin. There 
are two repertory managements in 
Warsaw ; one is municipal and subsidised, 
the other private and profit-earning, The 
municipa] group of theatres is a legacy 
from the Russian régime. It consists of 
three houses, devoted to opera and ballet, 
classical and modern Polish drama, and 
conventional comedy. These houses are 
modelled on the Comédie Francaise, and 
tend towards a formal and declamatory 
style. The second group of theatres was

which these«enterprising reformers built, 
Warsaw has an exceptionally handsome 
theatre, which is equipped with a revolv- 
ing. stage. Another theatre, the Maly, 
provides light fare. In both a skilful 
management secures ‘the cream of con- 
temporary actors, producers and scene- 
painters. M. Arnold Szyfman, the 
manager of the Polski, seeks to offer the 
best of classical and contemporary plays, 
making the more frivolous, where neces- 
sary, pay for the more serious. He spares 
neither money nor pains to keep abreast 
of the age, and has established Reinhardt 
standards of production. By a system of 
block distributions of tickets at cheap 
rates for a season in advance he has 
secure audiences, drawn from the profes- 
sional organisations and trade unions. 
When an unusually costly show is to be 
staged at the Polski, M. Szyiman finds a 
comedy which will run before full houses 
at the Maly for two or three months. The 
new audiences have shown remarkably 
good- taste. They have demanded more 
classical and poetical Polish plays, and 
the cheap patriotic melodrama has been 
driven from the stage. Again, the tradi- 
tional French comedy has been rejected in 
favour of Polish character studies and 
light English comedy. The Polski has in- 
troduced Shakespeare and Mr. Shaw to the 
new audiences with great success. “Julius 
Cesar” and “Man and Superman” 
enjoyed the second and third largest runs 
of the last season. 


An Italian Niagara. 


In the Abruzzi Mountains the lake of 
Piediluco forms a vast natural reservoir. 
The waters that gather here were oiten 
the cause of floods in ancient times. More 
than two hundred years before the 
Christian era a canal was cut in order to 
drain the dangerous part of the plateau. 
Volscian and Samnite prisoners toiled for 
years, and at last the work was done. 
A dispute then arose frem the complaints 
of the people of Interamnum, now Terni, 
that the overflow endangered their lands; 
an appeal was made to the Roman Senate, 
and Cicero intervened. As a compromise, 
Cicero proposed that the canal should be 
deepened instead of being closed. After 
two thousand years his recommendation 
has been adopted. The Rome Correspon- 
dent of the Daily Telegraph tells how the 
Electric Company of Terni has carried out 
the work with explosives and machines, in 
furtherance of a great hydro-electric 
scheme. The ancient canal produced the 
famous cascades of La Marmore, pre- 
cipitating the overflow of the upland 
reservoir down a precipice of prodigious 
height. These cascades now are harnessed 
to huge turbines and dynamos. The 
minimum volume of water carried by the 
canal is sixty tons a second, but in 
exceptional years it rises to 285 tons a 
second. The average vojume that flows 
through the dynamos is 30,000 tons a 
minute. Niagara surpasses these figures 
in magnitude, but the Terni scheme 1s 
compared to that of Niagara not un- 
justly ; for the fall of its waters is greater 
in height than that of Niagara, and is 
exceeded only by those of the Swiss and 
Piedmontese Alps. Operations have been 
proceeding since 1922, and are almost 
complete. Soon some 400,000 horse-power 
of electrical current will be produced. 
This power will be carried direct to Rome 
and other towns of Latium and the Sabine 
district, and may even supplement the 
resources of Florence and a great part of 
Tuscany.

WEATHER EXPERTS STILL 
SANGUINE., 

Yesterday was the warmest day in 
Dublin for more than a week—since the 
15th inst., in fact. On that date the 
maximum temperature recorded was 73 
degrees Fahrenheit, but since then it has 
been below the seventy on most days. 
Yesterday it climbed four degrees above 
Monday’s record, 72 degrees being reyis- 
tered. It was an oppressive day. the 
humidity being 90 at times. i 

There was what the. meteorologists 
describe disdainfully as “a trace” of 
rain. That is to say, there was a drizzle 
of sorts now and again. 

The persistent breeze from the West 
continued, and the recording instruments 
assured us that we had four hours and six 
minutes. of sunshine. 

Yesterday was the sixteenth day of the 
fine spell in Great Britain. No rain was 
recorded anywhere in England and Scot- 
land, except a slight drizzle in the North- 
West and on the Lancashire coast. In 
the South and South-East temperatures 
were considerably higher than on Monday. 
The warmest place in Britain was South 
Farnborough with 85 degrees maximum. 
Southend and London had 83 degrees 
each. London’s maximum yesterday was 
eight degrees above Monday’s record. 

“The thermometer is expected to climb 
to near the 90 degrees mark again,” an 
Air Ministry expert told a Press repre- 
sentative last night. ‘Conditions are for 
the present absolutely settled. There is 
an anti-cyclone over Britain, and a de 
pression over Iceland is almost stationary. 
The further outlook is for unchanged con- 
ditions.”

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A New Discovery. 


A medical man has just completed some 
very interesting discoveries which, when 
applied to material, will make women’s 
dresses flame-proof and water-proof, and 
also will prevent the formation of snow 
on aircraft. It is claimed that muslins 
and voiles can be made to resist water 
for three to four hours. silks from twenty- 
four to forty-eight hours, and heavier 
textures for seven days or longer. The 
cost is fractional, and no plant or 
machinery is required. The flame-proof 
solution is cheap, colourless and non: 
injurious to the material. The mhre- 
proofing solution can be applied to other 
things than clothes, and the solution, if 
sprayed on trees and grass at the cost of 
less than one penny a gallon, will prevent 
an outbreak of forest fire. The anti- 
frost solution is a creamy mixture which 
can be painted on an aeroplane, whica 
then can face 18 degrees Fahrenheit and 
refuse to take a coating of frost. To the 
householder the most interesting point in 
the invention is that the water pipes ma’ 
be painted in a house, and after treat- 
ment will refuse to freeze, with the con- 
sequent burst.

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LOWER FREIGHTS IN DECEMBER

The unemployment debate in the House 
oi Commons this evening took the “orm 
of a vote of censure brought forward by 
the Labour Party. The motion, which was 
moved oy Mr. Ramsay Macdonald, was in 
-these terms .— 
‘ That this House views with grave con- 
cern the growing volume of unemployment; 
it deplores the ineffectiveness and inadequacy 
of the measures taken by the Government 
during nearly four years of office to deal with 
this tragic national problem, and their failure 
to relieve the plight of many poverty-stricken 
areas; it further declares that the attitude of 
the Government towards those who are suffer- 
Ing privation in consequence of the industrial 
depression calls for the severest condemna- 
ton. 
The country, said Mi; Macdonald, was 
very seriously shocked when it read the 
lutest figures relating to unempicyment, 
issued by the Labour Department The 
Government had been doing its best to 
lull. the country into a state of com- 
placence, but the fact was that. instead of 
unemployment becoming less, the problem 
was again threatening to master us. 


To-day, despite electoral promises, 
200,000 iners wer i 
€00, miners were permanently and 
hopeless out of work as miners. In addi- 


tion to that, our heavy basic industries— 
iron, steel, shipbuilding and cotton—were 
vermanentiy over-mianned and over- 
staffed. 

A BLACK LIST. 

_The poor law figures constituted a black 
list, which overshadowed the industrial 
world. The situation was tragic, and in 
a vast number of homes the wolf had 
cressed the threshold and was. sitting on 
the hearthstone. 

‘The question he asked himself was: 
Whether our national resources were being 
developed as they ought to be. That was 
the first question te be answered before 
they considered schemes for emigration. 

He contended that our resources were 
There was 
unused and misused land ; there were bad 
roads, bad bridges—all essential needs, 
which, under proper co-ordination between 
the Government and the local authorities, 
might prove very stbstantial aids in deal- 
ing with unemployment. 

One of the most colossal sources of 
waste was the misdirection of capital. 
They saw over-capitalisation everywhere, 
with the most unfortunate results to 
everybody concerned. 


NO CAPTAINS OF INDUSTRY. 

As a result of over-capitalisation they 
had the extraordinary phenomenon that 
the reward of speculation was greater than 
the reward of industry. A director was no 
longer a captain of industry, but a gentle- 
man, who simply put his card upon a 
chair at a table where directors met occa- 
sionally, and was not a director at all in 
any sense of the term. (labour cheers. ) 

Moreover, the middleman was forcing 


were ‘paying pounds for artivles which we 
ought to buy for shillings. 

The assumptions of the Government that 
trade was going to improve and that de- 
creasing wages and increasing hours would 
assist in that injprovement were. funda- 
mentally wrong. 

Turning to the question of safeguarding, 
Mr. Macdonald said that th Prime 
Minister never quite seemed to know where 
he stood.

The Prime Minister, in reply, said that 
he made no complaint that the vote of 
censure had been moved, because he well 
knew that, so long as there was unem- 
playment in the country, the Opposition 
would always seize upon it as the subject 
for a censure motion.

The interests of ourselves and the 
Dominions were identical, and -he hoped 
that it would be found possible to adopt 
a more active policy under the Empire 
settlement schemes, though at this stage 
it would be premature to lay down any- 
thing in the neture of a precise pro. 
gramme. 

APPEAL TO EMPLOYERS. 
_ Having dealt with the various schemes 
in hand for the training of young people, 
the Premier said that both in this matter, 
and in the transference of unemployed 
from one area to another, the Government 
could not do the whole thing, and he 
appealed to employers for immediate and 
consistent help. 
The Government on their part proposed 
in due course to introduce legislation ex- 
tending for another two years the export 
credits guarantee scheme, which they were 
satisfied was proving a help. 
In regard to the scheme for the relief of 
productive industry, Mr. Baldwin said 
that it had been suggested to the Govern- 
ment from various quarters—and more 
particularly from the basic industries and 
from the distressed mining areas—that the 
freight relief on coal will be more effective 
if confined to coal for export and foreign 
bunkers and for blast furnaces and steel 
works. 


FREIGHT RELIEF. 
This suggestion had received exhaustive 
consideration, and the Government had 
come to the conclusion that it would’ be 
in the public interest to concentrate the 
freight relief on coal in this manner. It) 
was obvious that the more relief was con- 
centrated the greater would be the relief 
to the traffics concerned, and, as under the 
present suggestion the traffics concerned 
were related to the more depressed sections 
of our basic industries, they agreed that 
this part of the freight relief should be 
focussed in this way. 
It was impossible to forecast how far the 
reductions of freight charges would of 
themselves succeed in stimulating the par- 
ticular traffics concerned, but such reduc- 
tions should be of some assistance, both to 
export coal and the iron. and steel 
industry, and they were, therefore, dis- 
posed to reyard favourably a suggestion 
that the freight relief should be expedited. 
They, therefore, proposed that when 
Parliament met in the autumn, the House 
should be asked to make the necessary 
provision for bringing into force these 
freight reductions in advance of the 
general derating scheme, and making them 
operative from the lst December this year 
instead of Ist October next year. 
Sir Robert Horne asserted that the 
Government's derating scheme would do 
more to foster employment than all the 
palliatives which had been suggested from 
the other side of the House.

CHEERFULNESS, TEMPER~ 
ANCE AND EARLY RISING. 


A glimmering of medical .science would 
seem to have existed in pre-Celtic and 
Celtic Britain, said Sir Ewen Macléan 
in his presidential address to the British 
Medical Association at Cardiff yesterday. 
“As ‘preventives to ill health, the. 
Druids prescribed cheerfulness, temper- 
ance, exercise and early rising—qualities 
and practices which have remained char- 
acteristics of Wales to the present day.” 
Declaring that insured persons under 
the National Insurance Act were provided 
with better grades of medical service than 
before, Sir Ewen said that it would be 
a real boon to insurance practitioners, to 
officials and to insured persons if some- 
one—admittedly it would require little 
short of a genius—would intelligibly 
collate the multitude of regulations. 
Reviewing achievements in the last 
twenty years, Sir Ewen said that among 
general diseases pernicious anemia had 
been brought within the pale of sub- 
stantial amelioration, or even cure. The 
cause of cancer stifl eluded Will-o’-the- 
wisp like the grasp of intensive research. 
Ears of multitudes were attuned to listen 
into any glad news of discovery, but 
the public and the Press might well be 
assured that, wheresoever the claim might 
arise, it would be, in the interests of 
the whole community, submitted to sym- 
ES but close examination by those 
est qualified to judge. 

Meanwhile many people were seeking 
advice when the earliest manifestations of 
the disease appeared. 


TOO MUCH NOISE.

separate box in the showyard.”’

THE DEPRESSION IN 
INDUSTRY. 


observes:—In the House of Commons 
yesterday the Prime Minister described 
the unemployment in the heavy in- 
dustries, and particularly in the mining 
industry, as constituting a case of 
national emergency. He made an earnest 
and urgent appeal to employers of large 
or smal] numbers of workpeople to regard 
the employment of the strong, able and 
willing men, who are concentrated in 
many thousands in the depressed areas, 
as ranking equal in national service with 
the employment of ex-soldiers after the 
war. It was not inconsistent with this 
appeal, and with this view of the situa- 
tion, to deprecate exaggeration of the 
difficulties with which our staple in- 
dustries have been contending for so long. 
The fact that has to be faced, not only 
with fortitude but with resource, is un- 
doubtedly that the heavy industries are 
in the grip of a depression from which at 
present there are no signs of respite. 
Just now things are getting worse rather 
than better. To some extent the current 
unemployment is the consequence of 
healthy processes of reorganising industry, 
and in the end a greater degree of 
efficiency will raise the standard of em- 
ployment once more: but the knowledge 
of the future gain does not palliate the 
present hardship. Unemployment is a 
grievous personal experience, and a serious 
national loss. It claims, and must con- 
tinue to receive, the watchful attention of 
the Government, and that the Government 
are not idle the Prime Minister was able 
to show. At the same time there is, side 
by side with the depression in the heavy 
industries, a really remarkable expansion 
and development of other industries. 
which alone explains the maintenance 
throughout industry, as a whole, of a 
standard of living not inferior to, but 
something in advance of, the standard that 
prevailed before the war The knowledge 
of this development and adaptability 
should be a source of encouragement and 
hope when the nation—because it must be 
the nation—proceeds with set purpose to 
grapple with the concentrated “frozen ”’ 
masses of unemployment that are to be 
found in the coalmining, the iron and 
steel, and the shipbuilding industries.

BRITISH CASE OPENED, 


I From Our Own CoRRESPONDENT, 
LONDON, Tuesday. 

Before the Marquis of Reading, Lord

-| the Council of the Transferred Officers’ 
Association, an Association composed of 
all classes and grades of civil servants 
transferred by Great Britain to Southern 
Ireland or to the Government of the Irish 
Free State. Mr. A. K. Overend, K.C. ; 
Mr. C. Bewley, K.C., and Mr. G. A. 
Finlay appeared for the Irish Free State. 
The Attorney-General (Sir T. Inskip),

THE CIVIL SERVANTS’ CASE. 

Mr, Dickie, K.C., resumed his state- 
ment of the case of the transferred 
servants. He dealt with Article Ten of 
the Articles of Agreement for a Treaty 
between Great Britain and Ireland, under 
which the Government of the Irish Free 
State agreed to pay fair compensation on 
terms not less favourable than those 
accorded by the Act of 1920 to judges, 
officials, members of the police forces and 
other public servants who were discharged 
by it, or who retired im consequence of 
the change of Government, After the 
passing of the Act His Majesty in Council 
made various Orders in Council bringing 
the new judicial system into existence, 


Order dated March 20th could not affect 
his clients, as they had been transferred 
from the jurisdiction of the British 
Treasury or the United Kingdom Govern- 
ment on March 2nd. 

The Marquis of Reading said that. he 
understood Mr. Dickie maintained that 
all he had to prove was that there was a 
transference from the British Govern- 
ment, and that it was only to British 
civil servants that the minute of March 
20th applied. It was material to prove 
that the others were transferred on 
March 2nd. . 

Mr. Dickie agreed and referred to the 
decision in the Wigg and Cochrane case, 
which, he contended, held that the minute 
of March 20th did not apply to the trans- 
ferred officers whom he represented. In 
any case, the minute of March 20th 
ought to have been communicated to his 
clients. He maintained that the Treasury 
had not the power to make the order; 
but, whether they had the power to make 
it or not, if he had received notice of it 
and had not contested it he might have 
been held to have agreed to it. But no 
such notice had been given. If their 
lordships were against him on the ques- 
tion of the minute being ulfra vires, then 
that would involve consideration of the 
Superannuation Acts. 

BRITISH CIVIL SERVANTS. 

The Marquis of Reading asked whether 
a British civil servant had any right of 
recourse to the law courts for a bonus 
payment. 

Mr. Dickie replied that writs were 
being issued now ; several British servants 
had issued writs. 

The Marquis of Reading said that being 
servants of the British Government at the 
time of the minute, they were bound by 
it because, whatever their rights were, 
they depended upon the British Govern- 
ment and not upon the courts of law. 
Mr. Dickie said it was suggested that 
he was trying to get more than he would 
have obtained if he were a British civil 
servant. He was entitled to get what a 
British civil servant ought to get. 

Lord Phillimore—But you have to show 
us that you have a statutory right - to 
anything. 

Mr. Dickie, proceeding, said that the 
Treasury could not give validity to the. 
minute under the provisions of Section 2 
of the Superannuation Acts of 1859 or 
the proviso of Section 30 of the Act of 
1834, as these provisos did not give them 
any such power. In the Treasury minute 
of 14th June, 1859, it was laid down with 
regard to persons appointed or to be 
appointed subsequently to the passing of 
the Act of 22 Vic. :—‘‘ My Lords, observe 
that the language of the Act is precise, 
and that such persons are to be held to 
be entitled to the retiring allowance pre- 
scribed by the Second Section of the Act, 
provided they fulfil the conditions of the 
17th Section, and provided my lords do 
not find it necessary to exercise the 
powers conferred upon them by the 9th 
Section, of reducing the allowance on 
account of the demerits of the person 
claiming it.”’ 


“A LEGAL RIGHT.” 

If reliance was placed on Section 30 of 
the Superannuation Act of 1834, which 
states that the servants of the Crown 
have no absolute right to compensation 
for past services or to any superannuation 
or retiring allowance under the said Act, 
the absolute right referred to in the 
section must be distinguished from the 
right given to such servants by Section 2 
of the Act of 1859, which was a legal 
right on which there was no restriction 
save that set out in the latter part of the 
section of the Act of 1834 dealing with the 
power of dismissal. 

The transferred officers submitted that 
once a civil servant became entitled to the 
retiring allowance prescribed by Section 2 
of the Act of 1859 his right was a legal 
right, which could not be altered or varied, 
and no Treasury minute could avail to 
alter or interfere with the fair compensa- 
tion payable to transferred officers under 
Article Ten. The question as to the 
validity of the Treasury minute in limit- 
ing the amount of compensation payable 
to civil servants who were transferred was 
argued before the Board in the Wigg and 
Cochrane case. The Board held that the 
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March, 1922, was not in this respect ad- 
fadiosated upon. —' 
Mounsel, therefore, submitted that the 


aisim of the transferred officers to fair ' 


compensation within the true meaning and 
intent of Article Ten of the Articles of 
agreement for a Treaty was not affected, 
timited or controlled by any limitations or 
restrictions contained in any Treasury 
minute, and, in particular, in the minute 
of 20th. March, 1922. Any compensation 
fixed by reference to Treasury minutes 
was not fair compensation within the 
meaning of Article Ten. 

Mr. Henry, K.C., followed on the same 
s.le, arguing, in a very brief speech, that 
what the transferred servants would get 
under the minute of March 20th would not 
be the fair compensation to which the 
Statute entitled them. | 
BOUND BY WIGG-COCHRANE CAS 

On Sir T. Inskip rising to open the case 
for the British Government the Council 
Chamber was cleared, and their lordships 
consulted. 

On the Chamber being re-opened to 
parties, in 

The Marquis of Reading intimated that 
their lordships would not require any 
further arguments on three contentions: 

(1)—We are bound in law and without 
exception to follow the decision in the case 
of Wigg v..Cochrane in 1927. 

(29— That a civil servant under the 
British Government has a legal right to a 
pension under the various superannuation 
Acts. 

(3)—As a general proposition, and apart 
from special enactments, we are satisfied 
that a civil servant under the British 
Government holds office during pleasure 
and has no such legal rights. 

Sir T. Inskip then proceeded to state the 
case for His Majesty’s Government in Great | 
Britain. The persons entitled to compensa- 
tion under Article 10 of the Treaty were 
persons transferred to the Provisional Go- 
vernment or to the Government of the Irish 
Free Stafe after March 22nd, 1922, and they 
were, therefore, at that date still in the 
service of His Majesty’s Government. Ac- 
cordingly, if the officers in pus being 
still in the service of the at wg of 
Great Britain had retired under the provi- 
sioris of the Superannuation Acts, 1854-1914, 
after February 21st, 1922, the pension and 
the additional allowance which they would 
have received would have been calculated in 
accordance with the Treasury Minute of the 
20th March, 1922, which was given retro- 
spective effect as from the earlier date. 

FREE STATE’S ASSESSMENT. 

The Irish Free State Minister for Finance 
assessed the amount of compensation payable 
under Article 10 in the manner indicated by 
the Treasury Minute, after giving full effect 
to the concessions granted under the Treaty 
to retiring officers, by making the adjustments 
with regard to years of service and incre- 
ments of salary laid down in Schedule 8 of 
the Government of Ireland Act, 1920. Article 
10 and the relevant statutes provided that the 
compensation payable to an officer retiring, in 
consequence of the change of Government, 
should be fair compensation, on terms not 
less favourable than those accorded by the 
Act of 1920—i.e., Superannuation Act terms, 
with certain increments and added years. 

In these circumstances he submitted that 
the measure of the fairness of compensation 
was, and was clearly ‘intended to be, the 
amount which an officer would receive on re- 
tirement from the Civil Service of His 
Majesty’s Government in Great Britain, on 
the ground of ill-health under the conditions 
applicable to him immediately before the 
date on which he ceased to be a member of 
that service by reason of his transfer to the 
service of the Government of the Irish Free 
State, adjusted in such manner as to give full 
effect to the concessions with regard to 
length of service and increments of salary, 
as were provided by Schedule 8 of the Go- 
vernment of Ireland Act of 1920. 

His Majesty’s Government accordingly con- 
tended that the payment of a sum calculated 
in the manner he had indicated was, in fact, 
payment of compensation on terms, not less 
favourable than those accorded by the Go- 
vernment of Ireland Act, 1920, because an 
amount so calculated was not less than a 
civil servant retiring under the Superannua- 
tion Acts, 1834-1914, on the date when re- 
tirement actually took place. would have

CASE ENDED.

Charged at Westminster Police Court yes- 
terday in connection with ‘‘ fortune-telling,”’ 
Mrs. C. Cantlon and Miss Mercy Phillimore, 
of South Kensington, were dealt with under 
the Probation of Offenders Act. The first- 
named defendant was ordered to pay £10 
costs, while the second was ordered to pay 
£20 costs. 

Mrs. Cantlon was accused of having “' pro- 
fessed to tell fortunes’’ on three specific 
dates. Miss Phillimore was summoned for 
‘aiding and abetting, counselling and pro- 

H. D. Roome appeared for the pro- 
secution, and Sir Patrick Hastings, K.C., and 
Mr. Eustace Fulton for Miss Phillimore. Mr. 
Bullock, solicitor, represented Mrs. Cantlon, 

At the resumption of the case, 

Sir Patrick Hastings said that he was only 
concerned with the case against Miss Philli- 
more. Fortune-telling was no part whatever 
of the self-appointed task of the London 
Spiritualistic Alliance, of which Miss Philh- 
more Was the secretary. Any person con- 
nected with the Alliance who profesé@d to tell 
fortunes, he said, would be acting entirely 
contrary to the wishes of the Alliance. 

He understood that the Alliance was a 
branch of a large body of people all over 
the country, who were earnestly studying 
to arrive at real conclusions on a matter 
in which most of them were already con- 
vinced that in their own words, “ Life, as 
we understand it, does not end with death 
as we understand it.” 

A conviction against Miss Phillimore, he 
said, would sound the death-knell of the 
Alliance and of every other association of 
people whose object was merely to arrive at 
the truth or falsehood of those ideas and 
doctrines of which he had spoken. 


FAMOUS NOVELIST’S EVIDENCE. 

Sjr Arthur Conan Doyle, President of the 
Spiritualist Alliance, Limited, corroborated 
counsel’s statements as to the objects of the 
Alliance. He had written on the subject 
with which the Alliance was concerned as 
far back as 1887. He had no doubt that 
some mediums were absolutely genuine. 

Before they are accepted as mediums in 
your Alliance, is any care taken to see 
whether they are genuine mediums ’—As far 
as possible their careers are watched and 
their powers tested. 

What is the purpose of sitting with a 
medium, and what is it hoped to achieve 
thereby ’—Several purposes, One purpose 
is to refute the idea that death ends all. 
We wish to strengthen what we regard as 
the central core of religion, which is ‘that 
man carries on after death. 

Sir Arthur added that another purpose was 
"to get in touch with those we had loved 
and who had passed over to the other side.” 

Sir Patrick Hastings—Has Miss Philli- 
more carried out her duties entirely with 
the wishes of the Alliance ?—Entirely. 

Mr. Roome (cross-examining) asked Sir 
Arthur if the Court was to understand that 
Mrs. Cantion had been dismissed from the 
services of the Alliance 

Sir Arthur—I understand it is under con- 
sideration. J really do not know what has 
been done. 

Is there any reason that you know of why 
she should be dismissed’—-No, Personally 
J know of no reason. I have always heard 
of her as of good repute. é : 

Would you knowingly employ any medium 
who has been convicted of telling fortunes ?— 
I do not think I would. I do not think the 
Alliance would. 


A FORTUNE-TELLING “ MEDIUM.” 

Sir Arthur was handed a copy of the 
Spring syllabus of the Alliance, and was 
asked if he saw there the name of a Mrs. 
— Brittain. He replied in the affirma- 
ive. 

Mr. Roome—Has Mrs. Brittain, to your 
knowledge, been cofivicted of telling for- 
tunes?—I believe she has been convicted of 
praWising mediumship. 

Do you know that Mrs. Annie Brittain 
was convicted of telling fortunes in 1910?— 
No. I do not. 

Sir Arthur, replying to further questions, 
‘said he would recommend Mrs. Brittain as 
a medium, because he knew what an enor- 
mous amount of good she had. done for 
suffering persons. :

SIR OLIVER LODGE AS WITNESS. 

Sir Oliver Lodge reached the Court shortly 
after the case opened, and at the conclusion 
of Sir Arthur’s evidence entered the witness 

Ox. 

Sir Oliver said that he was. not a member 
of the Alliance, but had been a member of 
the Society for Physical Research since 1882. 

From your own scientific experience, are 
you satisfied there are media who are per- 
fectly genuine in the work they do’—There 
certainly are. There are others also. 

Sir Patrick—As far as the duties of the 
media are concerned, are they any more than 
to transmit the messages received’ 

Sir Oliver—It is a kind of human faculty 
we do not understand, but which we are 
trying to investigate. The Society for 
Psychical Research was founded to .investi- 
gate super-normal human faculties, whatever 
they may be. Media are instruments for 
the purpose of the study. 

Dr. Hector Munro said, in answer to ques- 
tions by Mr. Eustace Fulton, that, with re- 
gard to the media employed by the Alliance, 
before they were employed they were put 
through what practical tests were possible. 
The Great War was foretold to him by a 
medium a month before it happened. 

Mr. Fulton—Were you told a month before 
the Great War that England and Germany 
would be at war? 

Dr. Munro—Not England and Germany, 
but that there would be war, and England 
would be involved. 

Did you act on that information in any 
way ’—No. i 

Did you communicate it to anyone in any 
way ‘—No. 

Did you believe it?—No, I did not. 

If you had believed it you might have let 
the War Office know? (Laughier.) 

Dr. Munro replied, ‘‘ Yes.” 

DISMISSAL OF MRS. CANTLON. 

Miss Phillimore, in answer to Sir Patrick 
Hastings, said that when Mrs. Cantlon was 
first employed by the Alliance she was satis- 
fied that she was a genuine medium, and 
that her sittings were given in a genuine 
spirit. Witness had never arranged sittings 
for persons who wanted to have the future 
foretold. The sitter had even told her that 
Mrs. Cantlon had predicted future events, 


| If that had happened witness would have 


reported the matter to the Council of the 

Mr. Roome—Has Mrs, Cantlen been dis. 
missed from the services of the Alliance? 
—She has. 

_ Was that because she told fortunes ?—No; 
if was as aconsequence of incidents which 
have arisen since this case commenced. 

Is it in consequence of incidents arising 
out of mediumship that she has been dis- 
missed ’—Yes. 

The magistrate said that his mind had 
been changed by the evidence he h@d heard. 
He did not suppose that his views on 
Spiritaalism were of much moment to any- 
body but himself, but he had lived long 
enough to know that there were a great many 
things in the world of which we could not 
be certain. He had a perfectly open mind. 

As regarded the summonses, there was no 
dispute as to the substantial. accuracy of 
the police witnesses, and he was of the 
opinion that both Mrs. Cantlon and Miss 
Fhillimore were guilty.

THE CASE AGAINST SIR 
WALTER COCKERLINE. 

Evidence in support of Inland Revenue 
allegations against Sir Walter Herbert 
Cockerline, a millionaire shipowner, and 
former Sheriff of Hull, was giyen at Hull 
yesterday at the resumed hearing of the sum- 
mons before the Stipendiary Magistrate. The 
summons alleges that Sir Walter between 
April 6, 1911, and April 5, 1925, “ unlawfully, 
knowingly and wilfully’’ made—otherwise 
than on oath—certain statements false in 
material particulars in tax returns, contrary 
to the Perjury Act, 1911. 

Mr. Daniel Scanlon, formerly Inspector ot 
Taxes in Hull first district, stated that in 
1913 wheff he called upon Sir Walter (then 
Mr.) Cockerline regarding certain accounts, 
he agreed to produce his books for inspection, 
but when the witness called by appointment, 
a clerk in Mr. Cockerline’s office said: ‘‘ You 
cannot see the books. I refuse to give per- 
mission.”’ Asked if he was acting under Mr. 
Cockerline’s authority, the clerk replied, “I 
will not answer that.” He did not see the 
books. 

Cross-examined, Mr. Scanlon said that he 
did not mention the clerk’s refusal to Mr. 
Cockerline, because he took it to be a con- 
sidered action on Mr. Cockerline’s part. The 
clerk, when refusing to let him see the books, 
said that he would give any information re- 
quired. There was an undertaking that, if 
the authorities would forego. proceedings for 
penalties, audited accounts would be sub- 
mitted, not for three years, but for seventeen 
years. 

Mr. Athol G. Gregs®n (of Messrs. Joseph 
Gregson and Son, chartered accountants) said 
that he had personally audited voyage ac- 
counts of Sir Walter Cockerline’s ships since 
1915. In the light of his subsequent know- 
ledge, the material supplied was not sufficient 
to enable him to produce accounts giving a 
correct account of the full profits of those 
voyages. 

The hearing was adjourned until August 
14th. 


FRAUDS ON INLAID 
REVENUE. 


A CHARTERED ACCOUNTANT’S 
MANIPULATIONS 


At the Leeds Assizes yesterday, James 
Thomas Alderson, of the firm of Day and 
Alderson, chartered accountants, of North 
Shields, was found guilty of conspiring with 
Anthony Frazer (since deceased), managing 
director of the North Eastern Rubber Com- 
pany, to defraud the Inland Revenue with 
respect to income tax and excess duty pay- 
able on the company’s profits, and with de- 
frauding the Revatis of about £5,000. 
Wiliam Norman Walton, a junior partner 
in the firm, was found not guilty, and was 
discharged. 

Alderson had previously pleaded guilty to 
twenty-four charges of rendering false state- 
ments. 

Speaking as to these after the conspiracy 
verdict had been returned, Mr. James Beatty, 
an inspector of the Inland Revenue Inquiry 
Branch at Newcastle, said that since the 
authorities had began to make investigations 
into the affairs of Alderson’s clients evasions 
of tax had been found to aggregate £74,000 
in the cases of three taxpayers. One 
evasion was for £40,000. The deficiencies 
had since. been paid. The investigations, 
however, were only beginning, and it was 
probable that. many more cases would be dis- 
covered -involving large sums. 

Mr. Justice Hawk said that he would re- 
serve sentence.

Mr. Frank Bent, a journalist on the staff 
of the Nottingham (Guardian, and two of his 
children Ae believed to have been drowned 
in the River Trent at Beeston, a residential 
suburb of Nottingham, yesterday, Mr. Bent, 
who was staying with friends at Beeston, 
left with his three children for a walk along 
the riverside. He stated that they would be 
back for lunch. 

Later a passer-by was attracted by the 
cries of a child in an unattended perambu- 
lator, to which a dog was tied. On the bank 
he found children’s shoes and socks, which 
were identified by Mrs. Bent as those of her 
children, Peter and Tony. The spot is dan- 
gerously near to a weir, and there is a sudden 
eight feet drop in the river bed near the 
bank. 

[t is thought that the children were swept 
away by the swift current while paddling, 
and that Mr. Bent, a small. slightly built 
man, and a non-swimmer, lost his life im an 
endeavour to save them. Dragging opera- 
tions were begun, bute the bodies had not 
been recovered at 7 p.m. 

Mr. Bent was in charge of the Nottingham 
(fuardian'’s trade intelligence bureau, and 
was treasurer of the local branch of the 
National Union of Journalists. Previously 
he was on the staff of the Manchester 
Guardian, 


ONE BODY RECOVERED, 

A later telegram states that ehortly 
after nine o'clock last night the body 
of Mr. Bent was recovered from the 
river close to where the perambulator was 
found. The perambulator was found by Mr.

Early yesterday morning the body of Dame 
Ellen Terry, in a white coffin, covered with a 
gold pall strewn with flowers, was borne up 
the hill from her cottage at Small Hythe, 
Tenterden, Kent, to the village church. 

Immediately behind the coffin walked the 
actress's family; her son, Mr. Gordon Craig; 
and his sister, Miss Edith Craig; her husband, 
Mr. James Carew; Mr. Fred. Terry, the 
brother of the Misses Julia and Phyllis 
Neilson Terry; Mr. Dennis Neilson Terry, Mr. 
Edward Carrick (grandson), and others. In 
compliance with on Ellen’s last request, 
nobody in the procession wore mourning. 

Village people formed the remainder of the 
procession, nearly all of them  carryin 
flowers. At the entrance to the a 
ten farm laborers stood with their scythes 
and hay rakes, wearing their corduroy 
trousers and rough shirts, and by the gate 
stood two sheep dogs that had been the 
dumb friends of Ellen Terry. 


“THE LONDONDERRY AIR.” 

A mayor, an actor, a squire, and a 
clergyman bore the coffin. They were Major 
Robson, Mayor of Tenterden; Mr. Norman 
Forbes Robertson, brother of Sir Johnstone 
Forbes Robertson; Major Neve, Squire of 
Small Hythe; and the Rev. A. R. Rylett, 
Unitarian minister of Tenterden. 

In addition to the choral Service, Lady 
Maud Warrender sang the Easter hymn, 
“Ye Watchers and Ye Holy Ones.’ There 
was & special prayer praising God for “ Our 
Sister who had brightened our lives,’’ and 
when the procession reformed, the organ 
plaved “ The Londonderry Air.”’ 

The coffin bore the inscription :—‘ Ellen 
Terry, D.B.E., LUL.D., actress. Born in 
Coventry, February 27th, 1848. Worked 
continuously from April, 1856, to April, 
1921. Died at Small Hythe, Kent, July 
21st, 1928.”’ 

Outside the church the coffin was placed on 
the waiting motor hearse and conveyed to 
Golder’s Green Crematorium. 


CROWD OF STRUGGLING WOMEN. 

Hundreds of people waited outside the 
crematorium for some time before the coffin 
was carried in. Many clutched roses and 
other flowers. A crowd of over a thousand 
swept towards the doors, and were kept back 
by the police with difficulty. 

After the principal relatives and friends 
had entered and bunches of country flowers 
from Tenterden had ‘been placed round the 
bier, as many members of the public as the 
crematorium would hold were allowed to 
enter. In a few minutes the place was 
crowded to suffocation. Women were jostled 
and buffetted by hatless young girls, while a 
number of small children were swept inside 
with the crowd. 

The ashes, which were. placed in a silver 
casket, were conveyed to St. Paul’s Church, 
Covent Garden. 

A Solemn Requiem was celebrated at All 
Saints, Marcaret street, London.

MURDERERS’ SKELETONS, 
—— - &—— 


STRANGE CEMETERY SCENE AT 
DAWN. ' 


A weird scene was enacted in Carlisle 
Cemetery as dawn was breaking yesterday. 
The only witnesses were the medical officer 
of health, his assistant, and some Corpora- 
tion workmen. There was being carried out 
the re-interment, under the Home Secretary’s 
licence, of the skeletons of five murderers 
who were hanged in Carlisle Jail from forty 
to fifty years ago. 

The skeletons had been dug up in ground 
within the walls »f the prison, which is now 
being demolished in connection with a street 
improvement scheme. The skeletons were in 
good order, and pieces of boots worn by the 
men when they were hanged could easily be 
identified. Nearly all vestige of other cloth- 
ing. and of the coffins, had disappeared. 

Three out of the five of the skeletons were 
those of Rudge, Martin, and Baker, whose 
names became widely known in 1886, when 
thev were executed at Carlisle for the murder 
of Police Constable Byrnes when that officer 
attempted, single-handed, to arrest them. 
They had previously entered the historic 
Border mansion of Netherby and _ stolen 
jewellery, and there was a hue-and-cry all 
over the country for them until their arrest 
on the railway at Tebay and Lancaster. 
There are still four skeletons of murderers 
lying within Carlisle Prison who were thanged 
between 1855 and 1886.

Alluding to the safeguarding measures, 
which the Government had adopted in a 
vain attempt to stimulate trade, he asked 
how it came about that the Tory Party 
had grown ashamed of the good old word 
“Protection.” Protection was now called 
aca fair trade, reciprocity, 
tariff reform ; but the change of name was 
simply for the purpose of bamboozling the 
public into the aceeptance of a policy 
which has been rejected over and over 
again. 

He never saw such a miserable exhibi- 
tion as the Prime Minister made of him- 
self that afternoon, and it was hardly to 
be wondered at that the Chancellor of the 
Exchequer was now bowing his head with 
shame—(laughter from the members who 
noticed that Mr. Churchill was sitting 
with head bent forward)—and, perhaps, 
thinking whether the step he took four 
years ago was a wise one, 


MR. CHURCHILL’S REJOINDER. 

Mr. Churchill remarked that the Con- 
servative Party had never sought or ex- 
pected any assistance from the Labour 
Party. Indeed, so far as party politics 
were concerned, they were quite content 
that Mr. Snowden on every occasion in the 
House, and outside, should exercise to the 
full his gift of cold, calculated, well- 
phrased venom. (Laughter and cheers.) 

The core and crux of the unemployment 
problem, went on the Chancellor, was 
coal; and he failed to see how any of the 
Labour Party’s proposals offered any 
prospect of keeping eleven hundred 
thousand miners employed. How to 
liquidate the two hundred and fifty 
thousand surplus miners in the great 
alter-math of the labour disputes of 1926 
was the problem which confronted them 
to-day, but the Government were 
approaching it by various methods. 

The rating scheme constituted their 
main effort. In the first place’*they pro- 
posed what might be called a concentra- 
tion of relief on freights; but a super- 
concentration—that was to say, the relief 
on coal, instead of being spread over all 
kinds of coal—was to be concentrated on 
export coal, bunker coal, and coal for 
steel. 

Export coal, which under the Budget 
scheme would have received 2d. relief, re- 
ceived under this 74d. relief; and steel 
coal, which would have received 3d., 
would under present proposals receive 
104d. per ton. In addition to the con- 
centration of relief to coal they proposed 
to accelerate its coming into operation. 

There were other proposals which have 
been mentioned by the Prime Minister. It 
would be unwise to exaggerate the effect 
of these proposals, as they were only part 
of a policy, and the policy as a whole 
could not be judged by partial application. 


AN AMENDMENT. 

As an amendment to the 
motion, Sir H. Page Croft moved :— 

“ That, this House views with grave con- 
cern the gaining volume of unemployment, 
and deplores the continued opposition of the 
Socialist and Liberal Parties to the policy of 
rating reform inauguvated by His Majesty’s 
Government, and to the policy of safeguard- 
ing, which has increased the volume of 
employment in every industry which has had 
the benefit of duties of a safeguarding 
character.” 

This was seconded by Sir Hamar Green- 
wood, who said that the suggestion that 
200,000 miners. could be absorbed by other 
industries was a staggering one. With 
the best will in the world he did not 
think that they could do more than touch 
the fringe of the problem. 

The Labour motion was defeated by 
331 to 151, and the ameridment was 
carried by 305 to 156,

INTERESTING POINT IN 
ENGLISH CASE. 


A fine of £10, with twenty-five guineas 
costs, was imposed by the Birmingham stipen- 
diary vesterday upon Famous Films (Mid- 
lands), Ltd., of Nottingham, for entering into 
an agreement to rent for public exhibition a 
film entitled, ‘‘ Two Little Drummer Boys,’ 
beforé a valid application for registration of 
the film under the Cinematograph Films Act 
had been made. 

Counsel for the Board of Trade said that in 
April last the defendants entered into an 
agreement to rent the film to Mr. C. H. 
Dent, proprietor at that time of the Palace 
Theatre, Erdington. Birmingham. A pro- 
visional application for registration was made 
on May 14, and became valid on May 28, 
when the film was “ pre-released’’ at More- 
cambe. It was registered on June 8. 

The point raised was that a contract could 
not be entered into legally before the “' pre- 
release ” of the film, 

It was stated in evidence that the Act had 
as its main object the prevention of “blind 
booking.”’ 

Mr. Gilbert Church, managing director of 
the defendant company, said that he regarded 
the agreement as an offer by Mr. Dent to 
book the film, which would be confirmed at 
such time as the legal contract could be 
entered into.

CHILD IN COURT. 


BANTRY SEDUCTION CASE. 


Giving judgment in a case heard at Bantry 
District Court, in which John Driscoll, of 
Laheralnavally, claimed £300 damages for the 
seduction of Bus Driscoil, his sister, Judge 
Kenny said that he accepted the evidence of 
Mary Driscoll.

LIMERICK BILL. 

On the motion of Senator T. WESTROPP 
BENNETT, the Limerick Corporation Gas 
Undertaking (Pensions) Bill was referred to 
a Joint Committee of both Houses of the 
Oireachtas. The Dail had previously in- 
timated its concurrence that. it is expedient 
that the bill should be referred to a Joint 
_Comimttee.. 


SENATE ELECTIONS BILL. 

The CHAIRMAN referred to the bill which 
passed its second reading in the Dail last 
week providing for the election of senators. 
The committee stage of the bill would not 
be taken in the Dail until the 10th of 
October. 
It was; he said, a bill which required some 
consideration at the hands of the Senate, and 
timé was an important element in the case. 
Under the terms of the Bill the triennial 
election was to take place on the 16th of 


November. The panel of candidates should 
be formed not later than the 13th of 
November. In order to have this done it 


was perfectly obvious that the bill must have 
pas through the Senate on or about the 
7th of November If the committee stage 
of the bill in the Dail were to be taken on 
Uctober 10th, it would take some time, and 
then it would have to be rushed through 
the Senate. 

In these circumstances it ocurred to him 
that it might be desirable to invite a few 
members of the Senate who resided in or 
near Dublin to meet during the recess for 
the purpose of taking the bill into considera- 
tion and preparing a report for that House. 
That would be an informal matter and would 
not bind the House. 

The House agreed to the suggestion. 


TRADE LOANS BILL.

NEW ECONOMIES. 


STATE CONTROL OF THE 
CREAMERIES. 


a“ the second reading of the Creamery 
ill, : 
Sir JOHN KEANE said that the measure 
contained so many features of the “new 
economics ” that it reguired very careful con- 
sideration because of the tendencies it em- 
bodied for the future. It appeared to him 
that certain of the redundant suppliers might 
already be shareholders of the new creamery 
to which their trade was to be given. That 
was not altogether equitable. Credit should 
be given to them for any old or previous 
shareholding. 
Once State control came in it was very 
difficult, to. find where it should stop. It 
was a question of degree rather than prin- 
ciple. The bill was a distinct step forward 
along the road to nationalisation, and it was 
the duty of the House to examine carefully 
where they were going. The bill had 
features of extreme rigidity, which were pos- 
sibly all right as long &s the dairying in- 
dustry was prosperous, but would not be 
adaptable if altered economic conditions made 
a change necessary. The bill established an 
économic boycott, and was so arranged that 
the Department could bring any farmer to 
heel. He agreed with the Minister that 
dairying was the foundation of their live 
stock industry, and for that reason he hoped 
the Depaitment were studying its costing 
carefully. This was done voluntarily by 
the Danish farmers, but the State would 
have to do it here, 
Sir WALTER NUGENT, in supporting 
the bill, said that a good deal of it was 
sound and secure, but he would like to know 
more about the position of the few private 
creameriés which were being run successfully 
here. What was to be their position in 
the future; would they be compelled to come 
into the general scheme? 


OUR “ ONE-LEGGED '” ATTITUDE. 
Mr. DOWDALL said that, in recommend- 
ing the bill to the Dail, the Minister had 
appeared to assume that in buying a dairy 
they also bought its milk supply, whereas 
all they really got was the good-will. There 
would be endless difficulties in cases where 


farmers wished to leave one crea- 
mery for an alternative creamery 
which they considered badly managed. 


The bill was intended to get rid of redundant 
creameries, ‘The redundancy, in his opinion, 
in nine cases out of ten had been caused 
by co-operative activity. The bill did not 
tend to encourage enterprise or initiative. He 
hoped that the Minister would consider the 
matter raised by Sir John Keane. 

It was a pity that the Minister did not see 
how great a misfortune it was that we were 
so one-legged in this country in regard to the 
uses of milk products. The farmers might 
be taught to switch off from butter-making 
of cheése-making and other commodities. 
For instance, lie had a cigarette case in his 
pocket which had been made from the pro- 
ducts of skimmed milk. The Minister's legis- 
lation would prevent co-operative creameriecs 
from doing these things. 

Mr. T. W. BENNE'IT said that some very 
plausible criticism had been passed on the 
bill, but that criticism would have been more 
effective if it were directed against the 
criginal proposal to purchase the creameries. 
If the creameries were to become co-operative 
and if the movement were to be protected 
from unjust attack by capitalists from out- 
side, then the provisions of this bill must be 
supported, or the structure which was being 
raised would not fructify. 


PRIVATE ENTERPRISE. 

Sir John Keane had said that private enter- 
prise must go on; but, private enterprise in 
this matter would put the farmers at a 
disadvantage. He felt that there was 
sufficient enterprise in the people to develop 
the by-products of milk, and that the farmers’ 
interests would be advanced, and that the 
pa of the State would be advanced by the 
ill. 


Sir NUGENT EVERARD, as one of the 
founders of the co-operative movement from 
which the present creamery movement 
emanated, had to express his congratulations 
to the Minister for Agriculture on his having 
been able to co-ordinate the State and the 
farmers together in one great scheme of 
mutual help. 

Mr. HOGAN, Minister for Agriculture, 
alluding to some of the matters raised by Sir 
John Keane, said that it was well known at 
this hour of the day that anybody who did 
not suggest another method in relation to a 
scheme which he criticised had simply no 
other method to put forward.

justified—and (2) that they should be allowed 
to carry on with a free hand and plenary

This was an attempt to rationalise, and 
not to nationalise, the industry. The De- 
partment, when it had completed its work, 
would step owt and leave the matter in the 
hands of the farmers.

CORK, Tuesday. 

The Rates Advisory Committee continued 
their inguiry here to-day into the Cork Har- 
bour Commissioners' application for an order 
under the Harbour, Docks and Piers 
(Temporary Increase of Sue Act, 1820, 
for power to increase by 100 per cent. the 
tonnage dues payable on Transatlantic lliners 
calling at the port. 

This morning Mr. J. Reardon, K.C., con- 
tinued his statement on the Commiésioners’ 
application, and later evidence in support of 
their case was given by Sir James Long, the 
General Manager. 

The members of the Committee in attend- 
ance were :—-Judge O’Brien (Chairman). Mr. 
J. O’Connor, Mr. John R. Kerr, Mr. Henry 
Mangan, and Mr. T. J. Duffy, with Mr. 
O’Brien, Secretary, 

Mr. J. A. Rearden, K.C., and Mr. G. J. 
Daly (instructed by Mr. J. J. Horgan, soli- 
citor, on behalf of Mr. William Murphy, 
solicitor to the Cork Harbour Board), ap- 
peared for the applicants; Mr. F. Fitzgibbon 
and Mr. F. McCarthy Morrough (in- 
structed by Messrs. Ronan and Sons) ap- 
peared for five of the Transatiaptic liner 
companies, and also for the Cork Incorporated 
Chamber of Commerce; Mr. Frederick Den- 
ning, Mr. Hubert Hamilton, and Mr. Hunger- 
ford (instructed by Mr. Arthur Julian, soli- 
citor) appeared for the Cork Steam Packet 
Company, the Clyde Shipping Co., Mesara 
J. Hayes and Co., Mr. M. Murphy, Mr. 
Hanly, Mr. William Robertson, and the 
Shamrock Shipping Co. and the Ulster 8.8 
Co.; Mr. A. J. Canayan represented the 
United States lines. 

THE COMPANIES’ SUBMISSION, 

Mr. Rearden pointed out that the com- 
panies, in their representation, submitted that 
if it were alleged that the revenue of the 
port had proved to be insufficient to cover 
the expense of its maintenance and manage 
ment it was due to the fact that the Harbour 
Commissioners had not practised economy in 
their resources and expenditure; that their 
accounts had not been subject to any outside 
audit; and that there had been no check on 
such expenditure. The companies believed 
that if the accounts were submitted to public 
audit an improvement would result which 
would render it unnecessary and inexpedient 
that the Harbour Commissioners should be 
compelled to levy increased dues or charges 
in respect of liners using the lower harbour of 
Cove. The companies further submitted that 
the increased tonnage dues would be more 
than sufficient and were entirely unnecessary 
to enable the undertaking of the Harbour 
Commissioners to be carried on without loss. 

All these matters, said counsel, were most 
searchingly inquired into by the Ports and 
Harbours Tribunal, but their report had not 
been published. 

The companies, in their representation, 
further submitted that if the Harbour Com- 
missioners could not at present manage and 
maintain the port with the resources at their 
disposal it was due to the constitution of the 
Harbour Board, which was the only Board 
having control of an important harbour on 
which a fair proportion of its members was 
not elected by the merchants, shippers, ex- 
porters and importers. at statement, said 
counsel, had beén already disproved, because 
evidence would be given to the Committee 
that all importers and exporters, merchants 
and shippers had full representation on the 
Harbour Board. 


A LOSS OF REVENUE. 

Having submitted’ a number of tables 

showing the charges in other parts of Ire- 
land, counsel said that the Commissioners 
sought the abolition of the 124 per cent. 
clause. Cork was the only port in this 
country, or in Great Britain, where such a 
restriction on dues existed. It may have 
worked very well in 1820, when freights 
were fixed and immovable; nowadays it was 
entirely different. Competition has caused a 
shrinkage which had produced a drop in 
the dues on goods, and in addition to a loss 
of revenue derived, an enormous amount of 
work was thrown upon the collector of dues. 
because he had to inspect the charter 
parties, etc. of every vessel coming into 
the port. It was not merely an inconveni- 
ence, but a preposterous state of affairs 
which should nog exist, and which did not 
exist in other ports. 
The proposal, counsel submitted, to in- 
crease the tonnage dues on trans-Atlantic 
liners was eminently a reasonable and | 
moderate one. Without the powers which 
were being sought by the Commissioners, 
the port could not be worked. The com- 
mittee would see that it was being run at 
a loss, and, therefore, in the interests of 
the port and of the various traders and those 
of commerce generally, counsel submitted 
that the powers to increase the tonnage dues 
on these vessels should be granted.

It was also 
pointed out at the old Board that the 
probable result would be that pensioners and 
people of means would buy up the houses at 
tempting prices, and the labourers, in many 
instances, would shortly be in as bad a plight 
as they were before the cottage-building 
scheme came into operation. 

The Board decided to adjourn considera- 
tion of the buying-out scheme until December 
next. 

At a previous meeting the Board had 
before them the reports of the rent collectors 
from every area on a question put to each 
tenant: ‘‘ Was he in favour of the buying- 
out scheme?” and in every case the reply 
was in the affirmative.

HOME SECRETARY AND 


BORSTAL TREATMENT. 


Sir William Joynson-Hicks addressed a con- 
ference of Visiting Justices of Prisons at the 
Home Office in London. He said: “I do 
want to impress upon you all the importance 
of the circular which I issued to you a day 
or two ago in regard to young offenders. | 
want you to read it with great care. I do 
want magistrates to try to prevent these 
boys being sent. to prison at an early age. 
I know that it is difficult sometimes. I 
am not yoing to say to you that probation 's 
bound «always to be a success. would 
almost always put a lad on probation for the 
first or second offence withoui any hesitation, 
because I do not want him to go to prison, 
but when probation has failed it is no 
earthly good sending a lad to prison for a 
month.” ; 

He would hke to see more powers given 
to the magistrates to send boys to Borstal, 
and he asked them to consider very seriously 


the desirabiiity of doing so in the boys’ own 


interests. Last winter he made an appeal 
for another Borstal, and wanted to know 


whether someone would give £100,000. 


BORSTAL BETTER THAN PRISON. 
“I have not got it yet,” he continued, 
“but I am still not without hope. The sum 


is, I believe, available and waiting a possible

boys at Borstal; we get the bad boys, who 
have been convicted over and over again, and 
it must then be either Borstal or prison.

SEASONABLE HINTS. 
Writing on this subject in the Weekly 
Jrish Times, the Poultry 
Correspondent says :'— 

Though trap nests are the only infallible guide 
to the egg production of a hen, there are 
not many ordinary farmers who use them ; 
but now is a good time to choose the best 
layers for the breeding pen by observa- 
tion. Those who feed and attend their 
fowls will notice the active hens that are 
off the perches early, hungry for their 
breakfast, working about and foraging 
all day, and go to the roosting house the 
last at night. They are still laying, and 
will not likely moult till late in the year. 
Any that are specially good layers should 
have rings placed on their legs and kept 
for next season’s breeding.
